Sermons preached in several London Synagogues. By the Rev. Bensamin 
Artom, Chief Rabbi of the Spanish and Portuguese Congregations

In our last impression we offered to our readers a general critical 
comment of the volume of sermons which, at the request of the Wardens 


of the Sephardim Congregation, were published by the reverend preacher 


who is the spiritual guide of that ancient and time-honoured community. 
Each sermon, however, deserves special comment; we will not say special 


criticism, for criticism is a term which if not by derivation, at least by 


analogy or association, implies fault-finding; and certainly there is no 


-fanlt to be found with the addresses now offeied to the public. 


The first sermon of the series—a sermon, the object of which was 


appropriately an essay on the mission of a Jewish rabbi in our age—is, or 
ought to be, familiar to the Jewish public. This sermon is eloquent, but — 
its eloquence is of the nature which is individual rather than general. Its 


eloquence is due to the heart of him, who in offering his first address to 
his flock thinks not of them, not even of the public whom he addresses, 


still less of himself, but simply of his mission. 


For instance 


The condition of the human mind which, as time advanced, became more 


and more impressed with the tendencies of truth, has attained a stand-point 
which offers a striking aspect to a reflective spirit. Perhaps at no previous 
time has there been so much religious indifferenve, yet never has there been so 
much written on religious questions. Philosophers first kindled the spark of 
liberty of judgment, and governments have been obliged to follow in their wake 


in affairs of public policy ; and at length the minds of the masses awoke to a _ 


terrible doubt—doubt in matters of religious belief. Much of that which men 
believed to be absolute truth lost the halo which rendered it divine. Dogmas to 
which men bowed in blind obedience, seein no longer invulnerable to the ques- 
tioning eyes of criticism. The religion which pretentiously asserted itself to be 
the successor of Judaism, assailed by the spirit of enquiry, trembles under the 
attacks of reason—and well it may ; for beneath that searching light, it has all 


to lose. And even its sister faith, which protested against Catholicism, quivers — 


on the brink of a chasm opened by its own hands. It is a force which has been 
able to destroy but which cannot rebuild. And as in all things in which the 


original fount has spread into less pure channels,men go back to the source from 
_ which they sprang, so in the question of religion, men look back enquiringly into 


j 


he original faith—the simplest and purest of all—the creed of Sinai, And thus 
Judaism again becomes a subject of anxious study. At no former period of 
their career was it ever more needful than at present for the Jewish people to 
be well instructed in, and thoroughly acquainted with, the principles and practice 
of their faith, in order to be able to teach them and to defend them. This duty 
is especially the mission of the Rabbi, who should strain every nerve to expel 
religious ignorance from the Congregation which he guides—and this task has 


been truly described in the Talmud. “ Religious teachers can aspire to no

The second annual report of the Anglo- Jewish Association has just 
been issued, It is very interesting, as the matters with which it deals are 
numerous and varied. The report announces a great development of the 
Institution during the year, and it commences with a manifesto of ils 
purposes and an explanation of its scope. 


After paying a just tribute to the memory of the gifted and virtuons 


gentleman whose loss the Association in common with the whole community — 


still deplores, Mr. Jacob Waley, the report refers to the successful appoint- 
ment of an Executive Committee for facilitating its operations; and it 
expresses in highly eulogistic terms the thanks of the Council to the Rev. 
A. Lowy and to Dr. Benisch for their special services. 
at Mr. Mocatta’s, which was very brilliant, and the contemplated soirées at 
Miss Goldsmid’s and Mr. Sassoon’s, which never came off, are referred to, 
There are, says the report, numerous fresh adherents to the ranks of the 
Association, and it is in a flourishing condition. Branches have been 
estublished at Sydney and Dallarat. | 
The various matters dealt with in the report are thus grouped :—1.

Most of the subjects have aiready formed the subject of articles of infor- 
mation or comment in these columns. | 
In Servia an address sent to the young Prince Milan LV. met with 
a gracious reception, and a promise of a repeal of the restrictive laws 


under which our Servian brethren laboured. 

—' In the East, education has long been an object of the anxious con- 
sideration and energetic action of the Alliance Universelle Israelite of 
Paris, which has established schools in nine places, and contemplates the 


establishment of others. The Anglo-Jewish Association considers that 1t- 


possesses no special machinery for directly aiding these schools; it can 
best promote the object of education in the Kast by co-operating with 
the Alliance Universelle Israelite. The following reference to the Smyrna 
School will be read with interest :-— 


‘The establishment of a school at Smyrna having been decided on, con- 
widerable obstacles had to be overcome before the project could be carried into 
effect. A school had some years ago been opened in Smyrna under the auspices 
of Mr. Sidi, a wealthy and benevolent Jewish resident in that place, but was after 
Bome time obliged to be closed from want of funds, and the great opposition it 
encountered from various parties and sections of the population. The scheme 


of this association was met by similar opposition, but eventually all difficulties - 


were surmounted. There are about 3,000 Jewish families in Smyrna : the estimated 
number of children who will attend the school is 200, at least half of whom will 
be paying, and half non-paying pupils. 

The subjects to be taught are Hebrew, Spanish, French, modern Greek, and 
Turkish. The staff of teachers is to consist of Professors of Hebrew, Turkish, 
and French, and one Director. Each of these Professors is to have a salary of 
3,000 francs (£120) per annum. ‘The Anglo-Jewish Association has determined 
to contribute the sum of £70 for one year, being half the salary of the Superin— 
tendent of the school. The remainder of the expenses (estimated to amount to 
10,000 franes or £400) is to be defrayed out of the payments of the pupils, 
which are estimated at 5,000 francs (£200), the balance being supplied by the 
Alliance. | | 

An excellent teacher has been found in the person. of Mr. David Cazés, 
fermerly director of a school which the Alliance had established at Volo. A 
piece of ground has been obtained, the school-housé is in course of completion, 
and it is anticipated that it will be opened and ready to receive pupils before 
this report is in the hands of the public. In conclusion it may be stated that 
the Anglo-Jewish Association is to-have a voice in, and to be consulted on all 

_ matters appertaining to the regulation and management of the institution. 

The Agricultural Schoo! at Jaffa, conducted by M. Netter, has recceived 

a subsidy of £400 from the Anglo-Jewish Association—at least this sum 
has been placed at the disposal of the Alliance Universelle Israelite for the 
furtherance of the objects of the Jaffa colony. 

With regard to the Jews of Persia, a long and exhaustive communication 
from Mr. Lurion, President of the Bagdad branch of the Alliance Universelle 
Israclite, is printed. This letter advocates the appointment of an accredited 
delegate from the Alliance for protecting of the Jews and improving their 

‘condition, |

dancers. ‘Some of them are goldsmiths, and some merchants. Throughout 


- Persia a large number of Jews leave their towns during certain seasons of the 


year, and repair to the villages and tents of the Bedouins for the purpose of 
selling drugs, linen, and fancy articles. 


Shall we be considered hypercritical if we point out that the “ Ch” used 
in French translations of Persian and Turkish proper names should be 


_Teplaced by “Sh” in English, thus the Choumla, Chiaism and Chiraz of the 
‘Report are usually rendered Shumla, Shiism and Shiraz in English. The 
statement of Mr. Lurion is strangely at variance with the official assurance of. 


the Persian Government made when the Shah was in Europe, that Jews were 
already emancipated in the Persian dominions, and that the rights extended 
to all other subjects of the Shah were freely shared in by the Jews.

of the Empire aud regards them as a bulwark against overt and uoderhanded 


designs of the enemies of their own country. “lhe Jews are of opinion that 


the introduction of the varions Slavonic languages, which extend over 4 
very circumscribed range, can only serve to retard the progress’ 
of the nation, They express, on this account, the careful and correct view 
that all trammels to th? advancement of the people must be removed. 

We mention, with sincere approval, the fact that our brethren in this 
once benighted province are enlightened enongh to teach their Christian 
fellow subjects to respect the religious convictions of every denomination. 
They express the wish that the legislature should duly protect the interests 
of the different classes and sections of the population in so far as these are 
compatible with the welfare of the state and with intellectual and social

THE ALIEN DUTIES. 


‘The Jews of England, it must be owned, ever obtained protection from 
the Stuart Kings against the persecution of their too zealous subjects, In 
1673, the Jews were indicted for worshipping in public in their synagogue, 

robably at the instigation of persons of the same class as those who in- 
stitute proceedings against Sunday trading, in the belief that they only 
serve their Maker when they inflict pain on their fellow beings, The con- 
sternation of our ancestors may well be conceived. To renounce their 
newly adopted country, or to renounce the worship of the Lord of Abra- 
ham, Isaac and Jacob, seemed the alternative forced upon them. There 
~ could be no hesitation as to their choice. ‘They petitioned King Charles, 

that during their stay in England they might remain unmolested, or that 
time be afforded to them to withdraw from the country. The King ap- 
peared well disposed towards them, and on the 11th February, 1673, His 
Majesty decided in Council “ that the Attorney-General stop all proceed- 
ings, and that they receive no further trouble in this behalf”’ In 1685, a 
similar misadventure occurred to the Israelites, for thirty-seven of their 
merchants were suddenly arrested on one occasion in the Royal Exchange, 


under the statute 23 of Klizabeth, for not attending anychurch. Happily 


they were not at the mercy of the fanatics who once more interrupted their 


tranquillity. ‘They dwelt not in a country where it was considered “ an 
Act of Faith ” to broil alive a certain number of its citizens, because they 
happened to hold theological opinions at variance with those of the mi- 
jority. The Jews addressed themselves to the new King, James IL., 
beseeching his support and countenance for the exercise of their faith. On 
the 15th November, the King in Council ordered “ that the Attorney - 
General do stop the said proceedings;” His Majesty’s intention being that 
they shonld not be troubled on. this account, but they should enjoy the free 
exercise of their religion whilst they behaved themselves dutifully and 
obediently to his government, This appears to have been the last time 
when the Jews were avowedly molested, on what is conventionally termed 
religions ground. We say conventionally, for there is no ereed that 
enjoius harassing and tormenting haman beings belonging to another race ; 


and least of all, Christianity which lays claim to especial mercy, charity, 
and love for all mankind, 


Charles IT certainly possesses not a reputation for sanctity ; nor 
were we aware that he had a special regard for biblical objects. Never- 
theless, we find it recorded that in the vear 1678, Rabbi Jacob Jehudah 
Leon, of Amsterdam, dedicated to his Majesty a small pamphlet entitled 


“A relation of the most memorable things in the Tabernacle of Moses and — 


the Temple of Solomon, according to Scripture.” This effusion was for- 
warded to the King with a model of Solomon’s Temple constructed by 
Rabbi Leon, and accompanied by an address wherein he says ‘the holy 
vessels, garments and utensils thereof are delineated and set forth to the 
life, and which was graciously owned with devout affection thirty years ago 


and upwards by that serene Queen, your Majesty’s mother; so be pleased . 


most noble prince, &c.” To us this appears a strange gift to address to 
the protector and companion of the witty and profligate Rochester and the 


accomplished and equally profligate Buckingham; to the royai lover of | 


Nell Gwynne, the sanciest of orange girls, of the handsome and rapacious 
Lady Cast!emaine, of the scheming Lonise de Queronaille, of La belle Stuart, 
and of various other equally meritorious ladies, We do not know what 
reception the king gave to this singular present, His Majesty was really 
good natured and no dcubt the model was duly accepted and his sense of 


filial duty may possibly kaye caused him to prize an object that had apper- 
tained his royal movher. 


During the reign of James II, the question .of the levy of the Alien 
Duties was the question that, most of all others, engrossed the attention of 
the Jews. The king had granted them letters of denization, which relieved 
them from the payment, of the special tax on all goods exported by foreigners. 

This proceeding was resented by the English merchants, who were appre- 
hensive lest the same duties should also be remitted upon all merchandize 
Imported. The representatives of British commerce petitioned against this 
measure, alleging “ that the remission of duty inwards or outwards would 

€ injurious and a means of the diminution of the revenue and would throw 
the mysteries of our artificers.into the hands of foraigners, to the ruin not 
only of the trading and working people at home but. also of the several 
English factories abroad. The petition was signed by Sir Mathew Andrews, 
“Sir Benj. Newland, Sir Thos. Griffith, Sir John Chapman, Sir Henry Tulse, 


Sir Robert Jeffery, Sir Samuel Dashwood, Sir Benjamin Ayliffe, and fifty — 
_ Seven others. A similar address was also presented apart by the Hamburgh_} 
Company, the Kastland Company, the Merchants of the West and of the 


North of England. Notwithstanding all these efforts, prompted by a 
rivalry of calling, the petitioners were unsuccessful in their endeavours to 
Maintain the communal disabilities of the Jews. Nor does it appear that 

the direful calamities foreseen by those liberal minded traders ever fell on 


ritish industry and enterprise, which on the contrary attained considerable 
development at this period. | | | 


Tn the commencement of the reign of William III. the Jews still 
received the Royal countenance in the matter. Mr. Thomas Pennington, 
One of the officers of the Custom House, acquainted the king, through one 
of the Lords of the Treasury, that, though the clauses of exemption from 
Payment of alien duties granted to the Jews in their patents of denization 
by King Charles IT, and King James If. non obstante the statutes were 
void at the demise of the first and abdication of the last, and that his 
Majesty had neither confirmed those non obstante clauses nor granted any 
new patents of denization with similar clauses, yet the Jews presumed 


wer to this, vowed that he would not abate the Jews 
of threepence of what was due to himself, which was a moiety, and he ordered 


Mr. Pennington to enter an information in the exchequer for £58,000. 
Nevertheless, the Jews had so much influence at Court and among the 
Commissioners of Customs, that for a long time they bafiled all the efforts 
| of their enemies. ‘They succeeded in procuring an order of Council, not 

only agains the information brought by Mr. Pennington, but against all 
others that should be brought against their nation on the same grounds, 

_ in vain Mr. Pennington addressed a short petition to the Council, 
while the order was pending, praying that both parties might be heard. 
In vain he urged time after time that his petition might be considered. 
When the case came on, the matter was passed without any debate. The 
petition was brought forward of Antonio Gomez Serra, Phineas Gomez 


Antonio Correa and several others making twenty merchants in all. 
Among other allegations, it was urged in that document that the peti- 
tioners had been lately arrested in his Majesty’s name by one Thomas 
Pennington, for vast sums of money being the value of all goods exported 


had brought information of devenerunt against them in the Court of 
Exchequer, which greatly impaired their credit and stopped their trading ; 
that as to the duties inwards most of them were free denizens, and there- 


born subjects, and those that were not denizens had paid duty; and that 

as to alien duties outwards, they had been taken off by Act of Parliament 

in King Charles’ reign, and by proclamation in the late reign, as greatly 
prejudicial to the exportation of the woollen manufacturers, and it was 
neverdemanded. His Majesty in Council assembled on the 26th February, | 
1685, after due deliberation, was graciously pleased to order that Sir 

George Treby, his Attorney-General, do cause nolle prosequi to be forth- 

with entered upon said information, or any others brought against the 

petitioners upon the like accounts, it being his Majesty’s pleasure that 

they enjoy full benefit of their respective letters patent. - 

The triumph of the Jews was of brief duration. The battle 
of the duties was not over. The English merchants, with the 
proverbial tenacity of their race, which does not know when _ it 
is defeated, renewed their efforts to place the Jews at a disadvan- 
tage. They industriously spread rumours that the Jews had obtained 
a decision in their favour by openly bribing personages in high office, and 
that the whole proceeding was very discreditable to the Government. ‘They 
addressed the king, holding forth that were the order in question to be 
carried out, His Majesty would lose £40,000, ty not prosecuting for the 
forfeiture: already past, and that the duty thereby cut off for the future 
would amount to at least £10,000 per annum; that these sums would 
have to be made up by the people of England; that the.balance of trade 
would be broken and the Jews let loose to overrun the trade of the English 
merchants both at home and abroad; that most English merchants bad 
estates in land as well as stocks in trade, and paid taxes for them, 
whereas rich Jews ‘‘were past finding out,” and it would grieve the 
English to pay any new taxes if Jews were illegally.exempted from pay- 
ment of any ancient duties. The Commissioners of Customs represented 
these matters to the Council, and exercised such pressure, that notwith- 

standing all the efforts of the Jews, the foregoing order was superseded, to 

| the great joy of the Christian merchants. The king decreed at a Council 
| held at Hampton Court, on the 14th October, 1690, that the Lords 
Commissioners of the Treasury do give directions to the Commissioners of 
Customs and other officers for collecting all such duties as are by law 
payable for goods of the native product or manufacture of this kingdom 
that shall be exported, notwithstanding the order of the 22nd January, 
(1665, or any other direction to the contrary. | 
| This unfavourable conclusion of a prolonged struggle must have proved 
a heavy blow to the Jews. As we have seen, they not only forfeited 
thereby £40,000, but their fature commercial operations would be taxed 
to an amount estimated at £10,000 per annum. We have no means of 

| judging as to the extent of the injury inflicted upon them by this adverse 
| decision. We are able, however, to form some idea as to the financial 
position of the Jews at this period, by referring to their assessment for 
communal purposes. Thus in the year 1677 no fewer than twenty members 
of the congregation were assessed at £20 each for their share of the half 
year’s communal impost. The largest contributor to the fund was Solomon 
de Medina, the eminent merchant, who was taxed at £28, and who was subse- 
quently spoken of in a contemporary print as Sir Solomon Medina. This 
incometax was calculated on the basis of 4s*for every £100 on all merchandise 


plate and jewellery ; and it was assessed on the half-yearly returns rendered 
by the merchants themselves. Reckoning this impost at an average rate of 
2s. 6d. per £100, a payment of £20 for a period of six months, would repre- 
sent transactions to the extent of £32,000 per annum, a by no means 
despicable amount for those days. In the following year, Sir Solomon 
Medina paid an impost of £50 for six months, the result of operations 

reaching to £80,000 per annum, which figure, merchants of two centuries 
since, must have regarded as altogether beyond the common range. 

It is clear, therefore, that the commercial dealings of the Jews were 
of sufficient importance in 16/8, and a@ fortiori ten years later, when their 
numbers had further increased, their trade must have assumed still greater 
proportions. The check they received by the re-imposition of the Alien 

- Duties, was surmounted in time, and our race, notwithstanding its having 
been—to use a sporting expression—* so weightily handicapped,” in a few 
years by dint of superior energy, industry and perseverance, showed again

THE tendency to united or ~ ebnnorted action in the civil management of 


the community does not manifest itself in its ecclesiastical management. 
Yet never at any time has a strengthening of ecclesiastical administration 
been more expedient than at thisjancture. At present no sort of conclave, 
no assembly of divines exists amongst us. There is no constitutional 
assembly in which as among our Protestant brethren, whether Churchmen 
or Dissenters, the spiritual guides of our community can meet for the 


interchange of ideas, the ventilation of questions, the consideration of plans 


likely to improve the spiritual and moral welfare of their flocks, the removal 


of difficulties which impede or otherwise affect the exercise of religion. 


Sometimes special, we had almost said spasmodic, opportunities are afforded 
for consideration of particular questions. For instance, on one occasion 


the ministers of the metropolitan congregations, under the ecclesiastical — 
direction of Dr. Apter, were conyoked to consider with him the most 
effectual mode of promoting the observance of the Sabbath; and on another | 
occasion to consider with him and with the Wardens of their synagogues — 


the best mode of carrying out the Hospital Sunday movement. Then, 


“there has been a conclave in which a large number of 


politan ministers were present—the conference at which the ministers 


acting as Visitors of prisons, asylums, &e., were requested to express their 


ideas in the presence of the Visitation Committee of the Council of the 
United Synagogue. But these occasional convocations are not what is 
needed, A more comprehensive system scems to us expedient for the 


strengthening and dignifying of the ecclesiastical body and for the moral 


improvement and spiritual advancement of the community. _ :

From the days in which - 
our ancestors murmured against the authority of their leader Mosxs ip 
the wilderness and deprecated even his marvellous powers, to these days | 
in which we murmur against the authority of much less remarkable leaders 
and deprecate powers considerably less marvellous, we Jews have not been 
Indeed, 
this is not required of us. Practically, the ‘right’of private judgment is | 
conceded to Jews in a very decided manner. Authority is not very 
stringent. The spirit of freedom which animated our fathers when they 
rose against their oppressors in the ancient days of our history, animates 
their English descendants in these days when they have no oppressors to 
But a sacrifice of a certain amount of freedom ig 
advisable, and even meritorious, in order to secure strengvh and solidity, 
Government itself implies a certain sacrifice of individual liberty; nay, 
even of corporate liberty : the smaller corporations sacrificing a portion of 
their independence to the general corporation called the State. At present, 
we have practically no ecclesiastical governing organization. Yet the 
examples of the Convocation of the Church of England, the Assembly of 


the Presbyterian Kirk, the Conference of Methodists, show us that conclayes 


such as their’s might be held with the greatest benefit to the interests not 
only of the clergy, but to the interests of the community at large, and 
of the religion itself of that community. In this discussion of the 
many serious questions that if they do not agitate the community at least 
They 
have no opportunity of ventilating such questions, and pronouncing on 
them witk concerted and deliberate strength. Matters are relegated to 
laymen which properly concern an ecclesiastical body. We do not deny 
that this strange condition of matters may have originally been the fault 
of the clergy, or rather the fault of a system which placed the clergy ina 
false position. The voice of the ministry is practically stifled. The 
ministers are excluded from the Board of Deputies. They are excluded 
from the Council of the United Synagogue. They only appear on the 
vestry of any synagogue in the capacity of secretaries. Whether practically 
excluded from the Board of Guardians or not, we cannot say; it is quite 
clear that in the last published list of the Board not one minister of religion 
appears. Certainly there are a few ministers on the Committee of the 
Jewish Association for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge, which, by 
the way, need never have been called into existence at all if there had been 
an active conclave of ministers capable of action and permitted to act; for 
the Association fulfils neither more nor less than purely clerical duties, 
There is no clergyman on the committee of the great national I*ree School. 
We are quite aware that it is a standing joke in the community—a very 
flippant and unfounded allegation we submit—that ministers are incapable 
of serving on committees because they are not practical. Never was 


assertation more baseless. Some ministers are excellent business men, 


Even the Shechitah Board, strange as it may appear, is not com-— 
posed of clergymen, And as to the Beth Hamedrasb, whether of the 


German Congregation or of the Portuguese Congregation, it would be 
simply ludicrous if either body were to be dignified with thie title of an 
ecclesiastical conclave for any practical purpose. 


Ve admit that an ecclesiastical convention, to have any force or value, 
should be composed of clergymen in the proper sense of the word—the 


clergymen ‘of a class and calibre which the spirit of the age requires. To 
the establishment of such class and calibre we lately directed attention in 


a series of, we hope, not utterly fruitless articles. Such ministers as we 
suggest must be gentlemen by manner, associations and education, even if 
not born in the purple. They must be men of certified ability, not ignorant 


‘singers whose sole merit lies in a screech; not upstart aspirants whose 


extent of abiity consists in their knowledge of the Greek declensions, and 

They must not be 

men who, having failed in other ways of life, adopt the ministry as a last: 
resource; who adopt it without a single qualification, justifying the 

selection of this sacred calling as a profession, Fortunately there are in 

the ministry, even as at present constituted, men to whom none of these 
disqualifications apply—men, gentlemen at heart, gentlemen by birth, 
gentlemen by education, gentlemen in bearing : earnest in their vocation, 
devoted to their cause. 


Let us consider how many questions affect the community, the yenti- 
lation of which by an authorised, or at least recognised, convention of 
ministers would be of intense advantage. The question of ecclesiastical 
education—the training of a clergy: the question of religious education, 


in our schools: the question of suitable text books and school books: the 


great charity organisation question, on which the voice of the ministry 
should certainly be heard, for they know well the wants and ways of the 
poor of their people: the choir question, about which there is a certain 


agitation which perhaps has more significance in it than some think: the 


question of premature interment: the very serious question of the possibi- 


| lity of a revision of the prayer book : the feasibility of uniformity of service: 
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— exercise a divided power. 


acquiesce in the system of religious education consecrated by the traditions 
... centuries and by the reliance of a hundred generations, _ 


_ consider the main matter on the broadest grounds. 
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{han it receives at present, if persons are to have kosher meat,and if we are 
to be protected from the charge of inhumanity in our shechitah regulations : 


and the question of establishing a system whereby minor metropolitan 


synagogues and provincial synagogues might be grouped, so that periodical 
jectures might be delivered to them, These are among the many questions 


that would actively occupy the attention of a zealous and intelligent ministry. 


It seems to us that there have been questions considered by lay bodies, 
such for instance as the Board of Deputies and the Council of the United 
Synagogue, which might have been discussed with less acerbity of spirit, 
with more practical result, and with a stronger regard to the fitness of 
things, if they had been debated by a number of gentlemen holding a clerical 
position, tis not too much to say that some advances might even have 
veen made by such aclerical conclave towards promoting, if not the reunion, 
at least the approximation of the bodies into which the Jews of England 
are divided ; the ancient bodies consisting of the German and Portuguese. 
Congregations, and the new body of so-called British Jews—an object 
which we shall never cease to regard as of paramount importance; an object 


of Jegitimate anxiety. 


We do not propose, however, to take too broad a view at present or to 
pass from the region of the probabilities. to that of the possibilities. We 
do not aim at a mark too high. We propose for the present to confine our 
aspirations to the possibility of organizing a conclave of ministers of that 
very large and very influential body of English Jews, whose congregations 
are under the jurisdiction of Dr. Apter. Of course this body contains an 
overwhelmingly large proportion of our brethren. As it is, Dr. ADLER’S 
position with regard to the ministers of the congregations under his juris- 
diction is one of spiritual guidance rather than of ecclesiastical control ; 
and individually his authority lies not so much in the constitutional 
organization of the clergy as in the great personal respect, admiration and 
esteem entertained by the ministers of the various congregations for their 
honoured chief. This, and not any proper clerical discipline, is the key 
to the influence which he exercises. We would, however, gladly 
seea disciplined organization. This would greatly strengthen Dr. ADLER’S 
position and it would enhance its dignity. Of course the responsibilities 
now devolving on him would not be reduced, for a Chief Rabbi cannot | 
Such is the peculiar nature of his position that 


he cannot be aconstitutional sovereign. He must be despotic in fact, how-. 
ever conciliatory in manner. 


But the establishment of such an assembly as we suggest would, by its very 
organization, strengthen his hands. By such an assembly, the deliberations 
of which should be public, he would be kept advised of the state of local or 
congregational feeling, of the general needs, drawbacks and defects of the 
various congregations. Matters of vital interest would be discussed in his 
presence and the result of such ventilation would throw light on many a 
debate in ‘other places,” and simplify the solution of many public problems. 
Many a tangled knot would thus be unravelled. Moreover, the arrange- 


. Ment would give him such a ‘“‘ hold ” on the ministers of congregations in 


his jurisdiction that he and they could be far more powerful for good than 
they are at present. No minister need feel his pride unpleasantly affected 


by being acknowledged as a member of a body of which such aman as Dr, 
ADLER is the head.

CONSECR ATION OF A SYN AGOGUE 


— 


IN SPITALFIELDS. 


A new synagogue was consecrated in bases Street 
Sunday afternoon last. About three years ago several gentienieti, natives 
of the town of Ialisch in Poland, and residents in London, formed them- 
selves into a society, called the Ialischer Chedra, principally with the 
object of affording monetary and other assistance to poor Jews from their 
native town. ‘The society has flourished; and some little time ago the 
members resolved to obtain a synagogue of their own. With this object a 
warcehouse was purchased in Steward Street, and plainly but neatly con. 
verted into a synagogue by Mr. George Lewis, of Sandys’ Row. Although 
opened on Sunday, the synagogue is not yet complete id, and therefore it 
did not present so neat an appearance as it will present when finished, 
It is capable of accommodating about eighty male worshippers, aud a portion 
at the rear has been partitioned off for female worshivpers. ‘The synagogue 
has been well lighted with gas. The perpetual lamp, suspended midway 
between the reading desk and the Ark, is very beautiful. In front of the 
Ark was hung a handsome curtain, the gift of Mr. Cohen, a member of 
the society. 

Previous to the dedication, many friends of the cause assembled at 
the residence of Mr. Opas, tho ‘President, in Leman Street, Whitechapel, 
whence the sepherim, to the number of twelve, were taken in cabs to a 
house in Steward Street, nearly opposite the synagogue. The scrolls of 
the Law were thence carried 3 in procession to the synagogue. The bearers 
were preceded by boys carrying lighted candles. These proceedings were 
marked with decorum.

The Jewish women dress entirely 
in the same style as the females of their adopted country. They have also 
abandoned the Polish-German jargon, and are only distinguished from their 
other neighbours by the striking Semitic type of countenance, It is a 


curious matter, but one to which we of the Jewish Chronicle do not at- 


tach implicit faith, that many of the Siberian Jews are supposed to have

Dr. A. M. Goldschmidt, whom. our readers know as one of the 
managers of the German Society of Jewish Liter ature, is distinguished for 
his supervision of the religions school at Leip zig.. He is aided by the 
The school is prosperous, and will shortly 
require an increase in the staff of teachers. 


The congregation was not indifferent to the distress which visited our 
brethren in Persia, and on undertaking a collection for the relief of the 
famine-stricken Jews, the contributions were enhanced by gifts from 
Christian citizens. The eyllection was forwarded th rough the medium of 
the Chancellor of the German Empire. 

A special committee of Jewish notables took into considet ‘ation. the 
helpless condition of the Roumanian victims of religious fanaticism, A 

collection was set on foot by the Advocate Wachsmuth. 

Some of the charitable institutions deserve notice, not simply for the - 
actual benefits they confer on the recipients, but for the suggestions they 
call forth amongst us who have different modes, if we may venture to say_ 
so, of devoting our spare money to benevolent purposes. Here we find one 

named a « ‘Society of Friends.” No one need apprehend that the worthy 

Christian sect of that name, ever decreasing in numbers, is gaining ground 

Far from it. The society befriends 

poor school boys or university students, travelling scholars, artists or 

decayed merchants by the award of a stipend (not to be followed by second 

gifts). 

The society for relieving the poor is in direct communication with 
the congregational representation. It assists all the local Jewish poor 
and attends to the applications of foreigners, excepting on Sabbaths and 
Festivals, During the last thrce months and eight days of 1872, rehef 
was given to 233 poor travellers, of whom 117 came from lussia, 08 from 
Austria, 4% from Prussia, 8 from Roumania, The others from other 
countries; but we doubt very much whether any came from Great Britain. 
Only four local Jewish poor were entered on the register. 

Loans to the poor are found to be extremely beneficial. Poor persons 
of good character and offering surety, can thas readily obtain help. 

Wherever there is a Jewish congregation, the ladies are eager to 
employ their sympathies for the soothing of sorrow. In Leipzig there is 
an ‘‘ Israelitish Ladies’ Charity.” — They co-operate with the society fur 
relieving the poor. One of their members attends at each of the meetings 
for aiding the foreign poor. | 

The “ Mendeisohn Foundation” has for its iki the granting of 
stipends to students, and relief to poor savants, artists, tradesmen and 

manufacturers. ike the ‘‘ General Benevolent Association” of London, 
it enjoys the distinction of making | no distinction | hebween the followers 
of different religious sects. 

In every Jewish community there is a soc lety for affording the neces- — 
sary attention in the inevitable event which terminates man’s sublunary — 
existence.. This is the funeral society (Chebrah Kadishah). A “ Fand 
for the Poor and the Sick” yields an interest which helps to swell the 
revenue of the society for relieving the poor. |

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RE-OPENING OF NORTH LONDON SYNAGOGUE. 
The North London Synagogue was re-opened on Sunday afternoon 
after having been closed for some weeks for repairs and decorations. The 


Executive properly decided on celebrating the re-opening by a dedicatory 


ceremony, and they had the advantage of a sermon from the Chief ttabbi 


on the occasion, The steps thus taken by them shew judgment and spirit. 


The proceedings were throughout of an agreeable character and they 
wero arranged and conducted with complete success, which reflects 
eredit on all concerned in devising them and in carrying them into effect, 


and especially on the Secretary, the Rev. M. Joseph, who mainly arranged | 
the details. The stewards were indefatigable in their exertions, and unfail-_ 
ing in courtesy ; and though there was a crowded assemblage in the building, | 

there was not the least contretemps nor the slightest disorder to mar the 


pleasant tenonr of the ceremony. There was an extremely numerous 
attendance. Every visitor on entering was informed as to the position of 
his seat and conducted thither by the stewards. The synagogue presented 
a cheerful and charming appearance. We noticed in a recent number 
that among the few positive requirements of a synagogue is this negative 
requirement—the building must not besombre: and certainly no structure 
can be Jess sombre than the interior of the North London Synagogue. The 
colouring is in excellent taste and harmony and offers a fresh proof of the 
advance in the esthetic arts due to the introduction of the decorative princi- 
ples of Owen Jones. The Ark and its sanctuary or recess are specially attrac- 


tive. The walls are painted of a neutral green, forming a back ground for the — 
The ceiling is vellum tinted, having the bands and— 


general decorations. 
-trabeations relieved in darker shades of the same colour, with a slight ad- 
mixture of a delicate tint. The columns are tinted to imitate Sienna marble, 
Their bases are relieved with green and the variegated mixture known 
as brocated. There are gold ‘ etchings” also. ‘The Sanctuary or recess 
‘in which the Ark stands is roofed with a covered ceiling enriched with gold 
stars on a salmon-coloured ground. When the sun shines on this dome so 
as to impinge on the surface the rays reflected from the coloured glass, a 
fine effect will be produced. The walls of the Sanctuary are richly adorned 
with gold. The arches are marbled, and the enrichments relieved with 
gold and colour. The original decorations of this portion of the work were 
flowers or rather sacred plants, modelled from specimens kindly furnished 
to the architect by Sir Henry Ellis, from Kew Gardens. We gave a des- 
cription of these ornamentations when we described the architecture of the 
building some years ago, But now that this floral portion of the work has 
been coloured and decorated, each symbolical flower and leaf stands out in 
relief, and they all tell their tale. There is a happy combination of colour 
which succeeds in offering an effect of harmony without gaudiness or glare. 
The colour is pleasing to the eye, and soothing to the senses. It is not 
meretricious, but it is thoroughly cheerful, and appropriate. 7 

The lower portion of the Sanctuary was gilded by Mr. Simmons of 
-Bury-strect, at his own expense. He also gilded the remaining portions of 
the structure at cost price, Tis work is entirely successful, and it mani- 
fests great taste and care. |

hath promised to build. It is said by the Sages that when we dwelt out of the 
Holy Land, we should direct our eyes te the East ; when in the Holy Land, our 
eyes were to be directed to Jerusalem ; when in Jerusalem, to the Temple ; and 
when in the Temple, to the Holy of Holies. True it is, that we must prize our 
temporal advancements, and regard this heaven-favoured land as our Father- 
land, and work for its well-being with all our might, still we must not disregard 


@the higher advancement—our spiritual salvation. Rely upon it that as for two 


thousand years Judaism has helped to redeem mankind from the Paganism which 
prevailed in the past, so will Judaism help to redeem man from the modern 
Heathenism which yet prevails, until the time will come when it will be universally 
proclaimed ; * The Lord is God, and His Name is One.” There is a second class 
of onr co-religionists who are against all synagogues, and all prayer ; who object 
to the efficacy of prayer and who say “ what is the use of praying ; God's designs 
are fixed, who can change the unchangeable ?” Oh! “remove not the landmarks 
which they of old have set!” Once, relate our sages, there wasa king who hada 
son who had all good qualities save that of economy. The king sent his son abroad 
under the guidance of a tutor to keep him within bounds.

From these pomts of view, the scholars and 


wise men of all time have ever regarded Hebrew—if it is permissible to say — 


so in ‘a reverential way—as God’s own tongue. - In Hebrew He wrote His 
laws with His own hand, and it therefore follows that Hebrew is the sacred 
Janguage of mankind. 
it, we cannot shut our eyes to the fact—the undemable evidence of which 
is patent in almost every country in the world—that a peculiarly favoured 
people did, and still, exist. It is visible to all that the Jews are in, but not 


of, all countries. They are a people, apart and by themselves, in the midst 


of all other people; parts of a nation without a nationality ; forming a 
— society, or series of patriarchal communities, under every phase of political 
rule, according to the accidents of the locality where they reside ; and 


wide asunder as these are, using what no other nation, state, or empire - 
can attain—a language common to, and universally comprehended by, 


themselves, whatever their place of birth or condition of life. The Hebrew 
language is a living tongue, the Jews an existing people speaking it as 
their own, whilst the language of the country they inhabit ts to them a 
foreign speech, Contrasting the Hebrew language with the two great 
tongues of antiquity, the Greek and Latin, the one is enduring, the other 
two are virtually dead. Hebrew has outlived both Greek and Latin as the 
native coll quial tongue, daily in use by thousands of a distinct race dis- 
persed, it is true,—buat in that dispersion is evidenced the finger of God,— 
everywhere; yet still the common language of a people, however dissimilar 
in their lives and speech, acquired from their birth as sojourners in distan
